THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gilsum  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Af- 
fairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Gilsum  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects:

3.  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  article:  "To  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  the  Munici- 
pal Budget  Act." 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Gilsum  will  accept  any  real 
estate  or  personal  property  devised  and  bequeathed  to  said 
town  under  the  will  of  Emma  I.  Downing,  late  of  said  Gil- 
sum for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  will,  or  take  any  ac- 
tion thereon. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men of  the  town  to  sell  and  convey  either  at  public  auction 
or  private  sale  any  real  estate  devised  to  said  town  under 
the  will  of  Emma  I.  Downing,  late  of  Gilsum,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
real  estate  taken  over  by  the  town  for  non-payment  of 

taxes. 


7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
State  Aid  Construction  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
the  maintenance  of  town  roads  and  bridges  and  appropriate 
money  for  same.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  schools. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  ENROLLMENT 

The  reconstruction  at  the  village  school  is  an  outstand- 
ing achievement  of  the  year.  With  the  additional  room 
the  building  affords  ample  accommodations  for  present  re- 
quirements as  well  as  lor  future  development. 

The  village  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school  in  the 
Fall  was  eighty-three  pup:'ls.  The  school  was  organized 
for  instruction  in  three  units  as  follows:  Primary  31,  In- 
termediate 27,  and  Advanced  25. 

The  new  division  of  grades  and  the  decrease  in  size  of 
groups  permits  more  effective  instruction. 

The  new  room  is  spacious  and  is  well  lighted,  heated 
and  ventilated.  The  sanitary  toilets  are  a  very  marked 
improvement.  The  rear  exit  provides  for  the  safety  of 
pupils  in  ease  of  fire. 

Th2  increase  in  enrollment  at  the  West  school  this 
year  has  been  unusual.  If  the  situation  does  not  adjust 
itself  before  the  opening  of  another  year  it  may  be  advis- 
able to  transfer  some  of  the  pupils  to  the  village  school. 

The  program  of  standard  and  diagnostic  tests,  as  out- 
lined in  previous  reports,  will  be  continued.  These  test 
together  with  the  remedial  instruction  designed  to  correct 
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deficiencies  in  the  fundamental  processes  have  become 
established  as  an  important  part  of  our  instructional  pro- 
cedure. 

The  quality  of  instruction  in  the  schools  of  the  district 
is  of  a  high  standard.  The  teachers  are  well  qualified  by 
education  and  professional  training  and  they  are  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  the  pupils  as  well  as  in  the  work  of  the 
school. 

Reading  is  the  most  important  single  subject  of  the 
elementary  school  and  it  is  the  basis  for  the  successful  de- 
velopment of  the  other  fundamentals. 

Investigation  has  revealed  that  many  children  fail  in 
new  subjects  principally  because  of  their  inability  to  read 
with  understanding  in  these  subjects. 

It  is  now  recognized  that  intelligent  reading  in  such 
specialized  subjects  as  mathemat  cs,  science,  history  and 
geography  may  be  developed  by  gradually  building  up  a 
vocabulary  and  establishing  simple  fundamental  concepts. 
This  is  the  aim  in  much  of  the  newer  reading  material 
which  is  supplied  in  the  elementary  grades. 

The  school  alone  cannot  carry  the  full  responsibility 
for  the  education  of  children.  Education  consists  prin- 
cipally of  mental  growth  and  social  adjustment.  The  mere 
accumulation  of  knowledge  is  only  one  phase  of  education. 
Much  more  important  is  the  modification  in  behavior  ten- 
dencies and  the  proper  adaptation  of  the  individual  to 
social  and  civic  situations.  There  are  many  factors,  agen- 
cies, and  influences  affecting  the  life  of  the  child  and  these 
combined  influences  over  a  comparatively  brief  period  of 
time  determine  the  character  and  stamina  of  the  individual. 
It  is  our  responsibility  as  teachers  and  parents  to  encourage 
those  influences  which  are  desirable  and  to  discourage  any 
factors  or  agencies  which  may  be  detrimental  to  the  inter- 
ests of  our  children. 

The  two  institutions  of  outstanding  importance  in  the 
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education  of  the  child  are  the  home  and  the  school.  Each 
must  have  an  understanding  and  a  sympathy  with  the 
work  of  the  other.  The  basis  of  this  cooperation  is  an 
understanding  of  each  others  problems.  Misunderstand- 
ings frequently  occur  because  of  a  difference  in  point  of 
view.  The  parent  very  naturally  regards  his  child  as  an 
individual  and  singles  him  out  for  preferred  treatment.  The 
teacher,  however,  must  regard  each  child  as  a  member  of 
the  school  who  must  learn  to  adjust  himself  socially  and  to 
subordinate  his  interests  to  those  of  the  group.
